Light on His Literary Taste. ~

The library which Napoleon carried out 
with him to Egypt in 1708 is probably 
a true reflection of his mental makeup, 
It included thirteen volumes of geo- 
graphy and travel, among which (the 
“Voyage of Captain Cook” is conspicu-

chief among which were Homer, Vergil, 
Tasso, Ariosto, Ossiah and Voltaire’s 
““‘Henrilade;"' twenty. volumes of the mas- 
terpieces of the French stage; the Old 
and New Testaments; the Koran; the 


Vedas; some works on mythology; and, 


for fiction, a few novels of Voltaire, 
Rousseau's ‘‘Nouvelle Heloise;'’ Goethe s

translation. Professer Slgane says that 


Napoleon's gister, Caroline, added a copy 
of Bacon's “BEaesays,”’’ Mme. de Stae's 
“De I'Influence ~ des Passions,” which 
had just been pwblished, and Mercier'’s 
“Visions Philosophiques.”’ 

In 1808 Napoleon formed the idea of 
having a traveling library, in order to 
make his hours of intellectual recrea- 
tion independent of the exigencies of a 
carnpaign or the delays of a courier, Ob- 
viously such a collection of books would 


have to be selected with great care,

He de- 
clares that the trust which he declares 
in his bill has been found, has no actual 
name, but that the agreement to create 
a monopoly includes, by far the great 
majority of manufacturers and dealers 
lilindis, Indiana, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Kentucky, Iowa, 
Michigan and Minnesota. He declares 
that the alleged combination parcels out 
the territories in the several states to 
certain members of the organization so 
that one or more of members shall 
have a monopoly on the product In that 
territory and can fix prices and stifle 
competition. The bill declares’ the al- 
leged combination to be a violation of 
the interstate commerce act, the Sher- 
man anti-trust law and the trust laws of 
the state of Illinois. According to the 
bill the alleged cOmbination represents 
a capital of $200,000,000, and possibly 
twice as much, with an annual output 
valued at $25,000,000. Beckman asserts 
that he ts a stockholder in the Chicago 
Mill and Lumber Company and has never 
received any dividends, although the 
company has made a great deal of money. 
No United States judge was in court 
today and no action could be taken in 
court in relation to the suit.
